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Liquidation 
Ot Co-Op 
Is Approved

After nearly 40 years of ser- 
ving Andover residents, the An- 
dover Consumer Cooperative - 
“The Co-Op”’ - - will close its 
doors before summer. 

Some 130 sad-faced members 
rose to their feet in West 
Elementary School Auditorium 
Tuesday night at the Co-Op’s 
annual meeting, to vote the 
final blow to a business that has 
been ailing since 1968. 

There was not even need to 
count the votes, because nearly 
all of the shareholders present 
stood in favor of liquidation, as 
recommended by the Co-Op’s

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board of directors. 

Even so, they may have been 
only a few steps ahead of 
bankruptcy. 

“If the good Lord shines upon 
us, President Alfred Daniels 
told the shareholders that 
“maybe” they wouldn’t lose the 
full amount of their in- 
vestments, at $5 per share. 

They had been told that li- 
quidation would be ‘’as orderly 
as possible,’ with the mortgage 
holders being paid off first, 
followed by the store’s general 
creditors, and then the

Within $1 Tax 
Hike Prospect 


Andover’s tax rate for the 
coming fiscal year should be 
within the $1 increase predicted 
before the opening of town 
meeting, based on town 
meeting approval of an 
operating budget of $17,430,115. 

Completion of budget ap- 
propriations was accomplished 
at Monday's second session of 
the annual town meeting and 
represented an approximately 
six per cent increase over 
municipal expenses of the 
current fiscal year. 

A third, and possibly final 
session of town meeting is 
scheduled for next Monday at 
7:30 p.m. when the remainder 
of the 59 articles will be acted 
upon. 

Still to come are such items 
as stricter dog control laws, 
possible change in town 
meeting quorum requirements, 
enacting public drinking or- 
dinances, conservation issues, 
zoning items and street accep- 
tances. 

Monday night’s budget com- 
pletion work found the 


selectmen and Finance Com- 
mittee differing on some items, 
with the largest financial 
difference of opinion on the 
amount of money to be placed 
in the reserve fund. 

The FinCom had recommend- 
ed $200,000 be placed in the 
reserve fund. 

FinCom Chairman John C. 
Doherty said the need for the 
additional funds was to an- 
ticipate such things as the 
effect of a new valuation 
program, any changes in 
employee contracts, possibility 
of the need to pruchase a new 
ambulance, among others. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
of the selectmen differed with 
Doherty, emphasizing that the 
board felt a large reserve fund 
was not in the best interests of 
the town. He also said that the 
reserve fund should not be sub- 
stituted for administrative ef- 
ficiency in presenting budgets 
to the town. 

The comment was in 
reference to a suggestion that 
the FinCom could usurp ad- 
ministrative powers. through 
use of the reserve fund. 

Greenberg concluded by 
stating that the selectmen 
agreed to the $200,000 request, 
however. 

The voters did not, however, 
they followed up comments by 
Stanley Saba on the increasing 
amounts being allotted the 
reserve fund, or ‘‘slush fund,”’ 
as he called it on an annual 
basis, with a reduction in the

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‘Town Election 
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There was nary a whimper of 
dissent, or even a question 
about the change, as Andover’s 
town election date was changed 
to the last Monday in March 
and the opening business ses- 
sion of town meeting moved to 
the fourth Monday in April at 
town meeting Monday night. 


The two changes in town 
bylaws were approved follow- 
ing explanation of the proposals 
by Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin. 

The manager explained that 
due to the change to the new 
fiscal year it seemed to make 
more sense to have the opening 
business session of town 
meeting later and at a time 
when a better financial picture 
would be available. 

Moving the election date 
from the first Monday in 
March, to the last Monday 
would provide new office 
holders an opportunity to ex- 
amine and familiarize 
themselves with the budgets. 
Also, he said, there would be a 
better chance of good weather, 
later in the month. 

The election is actually the 
first item in the town meeting 
warrant. 

Also approved was a change 
in the bylaw requiring the 
manager to submit his annual 
budget by Dec. 1, to the third 
Friday in January. 

This reconfirms action of a 
year ago, when voters approved 
deletion of the responsibility of

the manager submitting the 
budget by Dec. 1 due to the 
change to the new fiscal year 
which runs July 1 to June 30 
now. 

Monday night’s action now 
establishes a new date for the 
manager's budget transmittal 
to the selectrnen and finance 
committee. 

The bylaw changes were con- 
tained in a special town 
meeting held within the regular 
town meeting. 

Also approved at the special 
session was $17,000 in funds for 
the Bicentennial Commission, 
over Finance Committee objec- 
tion. 

The FinCom explained that 
they felt $13,000 was sufficient, 
noting that the additional $4,000 
was a sort of contingency, or 
“reserve’’ fund. 

Mrs. Norma Gammon, chair- 
man of the Andover Bicenten-

train in operation during that 
period between the October 
town meeting and this, the an- 
nual town meeting. 

He noted that the members 
pledged the funds with the un- 
derstanding they would be 
returned. Also noted was the 
cost of the $6000 difference to 
the taxpayers - - approximately 
two cents of the tax rate. 

Sullivan, after thanking the 
FinCom and the TOWNSMAN 
for its editorial support of the 
train, informed the meeting of 
the number of residents who 
had pledged the funds, none of 
which were over $100. The ma- 
jority of participants were 
average workers who well 
could use the money for other 
purposes, Sullivan commented, 
advocating full payment of the 
back bills and continuing the 
train. 

He was given support by Mrs. 
Louise Van Everen who ex- 
pressed her feeling that mos of 
the people who pledged funds 
were small wage earners who 
sincerely believed in train ser- 
vice and should not be financial- 
ly penalized. 

Selectman Alan F. French ex- 
plained that while the 
selectmen supported the train 
service, it was the feeling of the 
board that the town did not 
negotiate for that period, 
November to April, thus could 
not properly endorse this por- 
tion of the bill. 

Dr. Francis Griggs gave a 
lengthy disertation in opposi- 
lion to the train service, using 
graphs and figures on a screen, 
Griggs compared costs of the 
daily train with the more fre- 
quent bus service. 

Griggs said the train only 
serves Andover once a day, 
While the buses are available 
more frequently, providing 
more service to and from 
Boston for area residents. 

He also suggested the train 
riders pay more for their 
lickets, if they desired to con- 
tinue the train. 

Griggs concluded his 
remarks by commenting that 
the only way for a transporta- 
llon system to operate efficient- 
ly in this state would be for the 
MBTA to die. 

Warren Lewis, an Andover 
commuter, advised that there 
are efforts to increase train 
service to the area and 
emphasized two points in par- 
ticular regarding the issue 
before the meeting. One was 
that Andover was not threaten- 
ed with being engulfed in the 
MBTA district. The town is not 
how, nor will it be a part of the 
MBTA district. 

Lewis’ second point was that 
Andover annually appropriates 
funds for special or small group 
activities, referring to past 
comments that the train serves 
only a minority of the town’s

Others speaking in favor in- 
cluded | Nancy Haggerty of 
Ballardvale, a commuter, and 
Mrs. Beverly Darling, Andover 
realtor, who spoke on the ad- 
vantages of a train to Andover’s 
address. 

Selectman Janet M. Lake 
concluded the debate portion by 
commenting on the subsidy 
issue. She noted that Frank 
Trombly of Trombly Motor 
Coach service, which operates 
the bus service, had advised a 
town meeting years ago to re- 
tain the daily train.

A Child’s Readiness 


In the Andover School System 
one of the first persons a child 
meets is the elementary 
guidance counselor. 

A warm welcome is extended 
each spring to the youngsters 
who are enrolling in school for 
the first time. Not too long ago, 
the deciding factors of a 
youngster’s rediness for the 
‘World of Education’’ were the 
chiming of the school bell in 
September and the fact that the 
calendar said he was of legal age. 

Today there is much greater 
emphasis on the readiness of the 
individual child for this very 
large step into formal learning in 
the public schools. 

The elementary guidance 
counselors together with the 
school nurse, speech therapist, a 
physical education consultant, 
and the kindergarten teachers 
have developed a pre- 
kindergarten program. The pur- 
pose of this project has been to 
develop an integrated approach 
to in-depth assessment of 
kindergarten entrants and to use 
the information gained to 
prescribe educational programs 
to meet the special needs of in- 
dividual kindergarten children. 

Fach child spends ap- 
proximately 15 minutes at each 
screening station. The youngster 
meets individually with the 
guidance counselor while the 
parent provides the nurse with 


the physical and developmental ° 


history. The child's vision and 
hearing are also tested. 

This is followed up by the 
children attending school a short 
period of time tor one week. Dur- 
ing this lime a team observes the 
youngsters in a Classroom set- 
ling. Considerable data is  ac- 
cumulated on each child. 

In the classroom, the 
counselors and teachers observe 
the way a child views himself and 
the things he could do, his 


relationship to other children and 
his adjustment to the school 
situation. An important dividend 
of this process was the develop- 
ment of closely integrated -and 
cooperative teams. 

Readiness for school means 
more than having arrived at a 
certain age. It means the child 
should be ready physically, 
emotionally, socially and mental- 
ly if he is to have a happy and 
successful first year in school.

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Trailing Plants Add Decorative Touch 


Accenting 
The Positive 


For a welcoming accent, 
that adds beauty to the 
home, suspend a basket of 
trailing plants at the en- 
trance, from trees, porch 
and even from a fence. 
Trailing plants hung at 
poolside provide reflections 
of beauty too. 

Trailing or cascading 
plants can be hung in early 
May, provided an eye is kept 
on the thermometer - for a 
late Spring frost can be a 
nasty surprise. When there 
is a likelihood of late frost, 
simply place the plant in a 
garage, porch, or hallway 
and rehang the following 
morning. 

Perhaps the most favored 
and well-known of the hang- 
ing plants is the ivy ger- 
anium with its wide variety 
vf colors, ranging from 
white, shades of pink, 
purples and even red. These 
plants do best in full sun or 
light shade. lvy Geraniums 
detest wet feet, therefore if 
«a plant has been purchased 
with a saucer attached to its 
pot, remove the ‘saucer for 
better drainage. Always 
wait until the soil teels dry 
tu the touch, before rewater- 
ing. The appearance of 
yellow leaves indicates 
over-walering or the plant 
was subjected to long 
periods of dryness, For im- 
proved appearance remove 
these yellow leaves along 
with faded blooms, (this 
prevents the plant trom set- 
ling seed). 

It is recommended that 
plants be fed either Electra 
or Rapid-Gro according to 
label directions. 'requently 
inspect underside of plant 


for tiny spider mites which

Another favorite is the hang- 
inz lantana with its soft 
lavender florets. In the 
summer this graceful trail- 
ing plant is frequently seen 
in the coastal town of 
tockport. 

The lantana blooms best in 
full sun but will also do well 
in partial shade. They are 
also “heavy drinkers’ and 
must be kept evenly moist. 
The svil should be checked 
daily for dryness, when the 
soil feels dry to the touch its 
lime to give it a drink. 

Pinch off faded blooms 
weekly to promote the 
prowth of additional buds. 
‘To give the lantana a nice 
even appearance rotate it 
once a week. Regular 
feedings of Electra or 
tapid-Gro are a must for 
healthy plants. Untortunate- 
ly the lantana is also suscep- 
tible to aphids and spider 
mites. Occasionally check 
underenath the leaves for 
this unwelcome guests. 
Malathion will control both 
of these pests.

Seed Means 


To Gardener 


For years flower and 
vegetable seeds were grown 
much as a farmer would 
grow a field of corn or 
wheat. The result was ‘‘open 
- pollinated”’ seed, hopefully 
reasonably true to type. 
Some variation was ex- 
pected. A few freaks seemed 
inevitable: you pulled and 
discarded, thought no more 
about it. 

Today most flowers and 
vegetables are also 
available as hybrids. Like 
hybrid corn, every plant is 
exactly alike. This uniformi- 
ty has produced more 
vigorous and disease - resis- 
tant growth.

‘Something Of Value’ 
Often Found At Home 


Remember the admoni- 
tion of yesteryear - - ‘‘Don’t 
take any wooden nickels?” 
It turns out to have been 
poor advice. Those wooden 
nickels, originally issued in 
1933 during a rash of bank 
failures, are currently worth 
more than $1,000 apiece and 
appreciating in value each 
year.

And because of 
redwood’s relative freedom 
from warping, shrinking and 
Swelling, your deck will 
serve you and your family 
for years and years to come. 
Alternate wet and dry con- 
ditions, which quickly ‘do 


in’’ other woods, have little - 


affect on redwood. 

At your lumberyard or 
home center, garden 
redwood will be sold under 
three grade designations - 
Construction Heart, 
Construction Common and 
Merchantable, 

Construction Heart is 
milled solely from the 


familiar redish-brown 
redwood heartwood, which 
has an unsurpassed natural 
resistance to insects and 
decay. For that reason this 
grade is usually reserved for 
members in or near the 
ground where that special 
durability comes into play. 

Construction Common, 
which is quire a bit lower in 
cost than Construction 
Heart, contains streaks of 
cream-colored redwood 
Sapwood. 

Although the sapwood is 
as durable as other 
whitewoods, it doesn’t have 
the decay resistance of 
redwood heartwood - so only 
Construction Heart should 
be used for posts and other 
members which touch the 
ground and for supporting 
members within six inches 
of the ground. The sapwood 
Streaks in Construction 
Common are particularly at- 
tractive in contrast with the 


cinnamon color of the 


heartwood, and: this 
economical grade is an ex- 
cellent choice for the deck- 
ing itself and for other off - 
the - ground portions of the 
deck. 

Merchantible Redwood, 
lowest in cost of the three 
Garden Grades, contains 
larger knots than Construc- 
tion Heart and Construction 
Common. But by trimming 
unsound knots out of 
Merchantable boards you

The North Andover 
Garden Club was organized 
in 1920 when Mrs. Lewis S. 
Bigelow purchased the 
Foster Farm on Great Pond 
Road. In August, 1927, the 
club voted to join the 
Massachusetts Federation 
of Garden Clubs, and the 
federation’s out-of-town ac- 
tivities brought broader in- 
terests to the members.

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Architect 
Dies At 91 


William Graves Perry, the 


architect who restored Colonial 


Williamsburg, died Friday at 
Hall Convalescent 
Home, North Andover, following 


a long illness. He was 91. 


A long time resident of Central 
Andover, his architec- 
tural firm of Perry, Shaw and 
Hepburn was commissioned to 
restore the historical Virginia 
community nearly 50 years ago. 
Financed by John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., Williamsburg 
was restored by Mr. Perry from 
original architectural plans. His 
work there brought him awards 
and honors for years afterwards, 
and established him as an 
authority on the Georgian period 
of English and American design. 
He declined the American 
Institute of Architects gold 
medal award for his work at 
Williamsburg, stating that he 
alone must not be honored. 
Born in Boston in 1883, Mr. 


Perry attended Noble and 
Greenough School, Boston, and 
Harvard College, where_.e 


graduated in 1905. He recéived 
degrees in architecture from the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts in Paris. 

He founded the Boston 
architectural firm of Perry, 
Shaw and Hepburn, which is now 
Perry, Dean and Partners. 

He served as a Captain in the 
U.S. Army Air Service during 
World War 1, building airfields in 
I'rance to support the Army. He 
participated in the battles of St. 
Mihiel and the Argonne. After 
discharge, he returned to Boston, 
and organized his architectural 
firm.

Initial 
Rebates 
Out May 9 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has announced that the first tax 
rebate checks will be issued to’ 
taxpayers May 9 and that all 
checks should be mailed before 
the end of June. 

“The rebates, a return of a por- 
tion of the 1974 tax authorized by 
the Tax Reduction Act of 1975, 
are based on 10 per cent of the 
1974 tax but the maximum will be 
$200,"’ IRS District Director John 
E. Foristall said. 

“The law has’ established $100 
as the minimum rebate unless 
the taxpayer’s 1974 tax was less 
than $100 in which event the en- 
tire amount of the tax would be 
refunded in the form of a 
rebate,’’ Foristall added. 

The Federal tax official said 
that each rebate check will in- 
clude an explanatory notice so 
that the taxpayer will know how 
the rebate check was issued. , 

Foristall explained that if a 
taxpayer has not received his re- 
fund check so far, it may be 
possible that a single check will 
be issued to cover both the refund 
and the rebate. 

‘In that case,’’ Foristall said, 
“the check will have the words 

REEF" and ‘‘REB”’ on it. If it is 
for the rebate only, it will have 
‘Tax Rebate’ printed on it.”’

Alfred Daniels, president 
of the Andover Co-Op informs 
the annual meeting of the deci- 
sion of the Board of Directors 
to liquidate the assets of the 
corporation and close the 
doors of the Andover institu- 
tion.

stockholders themselves. 

Daniels said that the board 
had already discussed giving a 
bonus to employees who stayed 
‘“to the bitter end.’’ The 
employees themselves waited 
for the decision in the back few 
rows of the auditorium. 

The faces on the dias were 
about as glum as those down 
below, and Kenneth Thompson 
began painting the pessimistic 
picture with his treasurer’s 
report. 

The Co-Op’s problem he said, 
had not just happened all of a 
‘sudden. Profits had been drop- 
ping since 1968, he said, with a 
brief respite in 1972. In 1974, 
sales were up, but by such a 
small increase ‘‘that you might 
as well say there was none.” 

Meanwhile, however, ex- 
penses went ‘‘up and up,” he 
said, until the operation ran 
nearly $80,000 in the red last 
year.

But, he called it ‘’too little, 
too late." 

He added that Rochedale 
Realty, a wholly-owned sub- 
Sidiary which operated the Co- 
Op’s Main Street building, was 
also running at a loss. 

“With a declining financial 
picture like this,’’ Thompson 
said, ‘‘what else can we do?”’ 

Daniels sealed the verdict 
with his president's report. 

The board of directors had 
decided, he said, ‘‘your invest- 
ment in the corporation is now 
endangered because the 
liabilities of the operation ex- 
ceed the book value of the cor- 
poration’s assets.”’ 

At last year's annual 
meeting, he said, the treasurer 
expressed doubts about con- 
linuing operations unless losses 
could be reduced and patronage 


' increased during 1974. Daniels 


said that a moratorium was 
placed on redemption of stock 
in May of last year, in an effort 
to improve the Co-Op’s cash 
position. 

But despite the best efforts of 
the directors and the store per- 
sonnel, he went on, the Co-Op 
was unable to increase 
patronage or achieve a break- 
even Status. 

The Co-Op needed to do $2 
million or more in annual 
volume to sustain operations, 
he said, yet total sales were 
only slightly in excess of $1,- 
500,000 in 1974. 

Accounts payable are at a 
“dangerously high level,’’ he 
went on, adding that 
maintenance on the building 
and equipment has been 
deferred to the point ‘‘where a 
substantial sum of money needs 
to be expended.”’ 

The $150,000 in new capital 
necessary to bring accounts: 
payable into line and make 
repairs, he said, would have to 
be raised through the sale of 
new capital stock. 

At present, there are ap- 
proximately 13,700 shares out- 
standing, with a value of more 
than $68,500. To raise the $150,- 
000, would require the sale of 
30,000 new shares as well. Yet, 
through April 2, only .20 new 
shares have been sold in 1975. 

There are approximately 1900 
Co-Op stockholder families in 
the Andover area, Daniels said, 
adding that to raise the $150,000

from them alone, would require 
that each family purchase 16 
new shares at a cost of $80 per 
family. 

All in all, he said, the board 
viewed the raising of the $150,- 
(00 in new equity capital ‘‘an 
impossible task.” 

IXven if it could be raised, he 
Said, there was still the 
problem of increasing store 
volume to $2 million a year. 

If the Co-Op stockholders did 
not vote to liquidate, he said, he 
felt it ‘‘very likely’’ that the 
store's creditors would force it 
into bankruptcy. If that happen- 
ed, he said, ‘the probability is 
great that you will receive no 
return on your investment.” 

He said that the board, re- 
elected Tuesday night to see the 
matter through, would be open 
to offers from potential buyers 
for the property or business, as 
soon as they had the authority 
from the stockholders to 
proceed. 

Daniels said they would try to 
keep the store open a short 
while - - possibly up to two 

months ‘‘if we buy carefully”’ - - 
to help provide an orderly li- 
quidation. 

They would get the highest 
dollar, he said, if the Co-Op is 
sold as a going business. A fast 
liquidation on the other hand, 
might devalue the selling price. 

He said the board had already 
been in contact with some 
grocery outfits, and that IGA 
was not interested in buying the 
Store. Some other operations, 
he said, found the premises too 
small. 

‘“Wer’ve not too much 
choice,’ said a voice from the 
audience when Daniels called 
for the liquidation vote. Others, 
some of whom had been Co-Op 
members for more than 30 
years, mumbled ‘‘It’s a 
shame,” and rose to their feet.
